SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Town's  financial  condition  continues  to  be  healthy.  It  was  pleasant  to 
learn  last  fall  that  our  tax  rate  in  1989  would  not  go  up  from  the  1988  tax  rate.  In 
1989,  our  expenses  were  less  than  budgeted  and  our  income  greater  than 
expected.  This  surplus  will  be  used  to  offset  our  1990  tax  rate. 

We  are  also  holding  our  solid  waste  disposal  budget  level,  despite  increased 
tipping  fees  at  the  incinerator  in  Claremont.  This  is  a  result  of  our  recycling 
efforts.  We  kept  approximately  thirty-six  tons  of  recycables  out  of  the  "Big 
Squash"  this  year.  There  is  a  $14,000  appropriated  in  1990  to  be  spent  on 
purchasing  two  boxes  to  be  used  for  collecting  and  hauling  recycables.  We 
anticipate  receiving  half  of  this  back  from  the  State  as  a  matching  funds  grant. 
The  Selectmen  thank  Debbie  Hinman,  Earl  Luther,  and  Terry  Ward  for  their  time 
and  effort  in  this  area. 

The  new  Acworth  history,  "These  Acworth  Hills"  by  Helen  Frink,  was 
completed  this  year.  Helen  and  the  History  Committee  have  done  an  outstanding 
job.  It  is  gratifying  that  the  History  could  be  a  home  grown  project. 

Police  protection  was  a  topic  of  interest  this  past  year.  We  met  several  times 
with  the  Alstead  Selectmen  and  Police  Chief  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  a  joint 
police  department,  and  there  is  an  article  on  the  warrant  asking  for  a  vote 
whether  or  not  to  pursue  this  course.  Karl  Brenneman  resigned  as  Constable  on 
December  31,  1989,  and  the  Selectmen  appointed  Rick  Sault  to  serve  as  interim 
Constable  until  Town  Meeting.  Rick  has  worked  with  the  Hinsdale  Police  Dept. 
and  has  his  state  certification. 

The  Grange  Hall  received  some  attention  this  year.  The  east  side  of  the 
building,  the  side  in  the  worst  condition,  had  the  sheathing  repaired  and  new 
clapboards  put  on.  We  have  included  $500  in  our  1990  budget  to  cover  painting 
the  east  side  (any  volunteers?),  and  installing  an  internal  support  post. 

Some  residents  of  Tucker  Road  have  asked  the  Selectmen  to  layout  the  Classs 
VI  section  of  the  road  from  the  Murphy  home  to  the  Acworth-Lempster  Town 
Line  (0.5  mile)  as  a  Class  V  highway  (town  maintained).  This  request  came  to  the 
Board  after  the  first  snowfall,  making  it  difficult  to  assess  the  improvements 
which  were  made  to  the  road,  and  the  Board  will  take  up  this  matter  in  the 
Spring. 

The  Selectmen  continue  to  meet  on  alternative  Monday  evenings.

We  also  plan  to  conduct  joint  meetings  with  surrounding  towns  in  order  to 
determine  whether  other  Conservation  Commissions  have  similar  problems  and 
ways  to  seek  solutions  together. 

The  commission  would  like  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  Sarah  Vogel  for  her 
assistance  to  the  commission,  and  with  regrets  accept  her  resignation  from  the 
commission.  Our  sincere  thanks  go  to  Carol  Ledoux  for  filling  in  for  Sarah  during 
her  absence.

One  quarter  of  the  library  operating  budget  is  reserved  for  January  through 
March  1990.  Because  of  increased  utility  costs,  we  expect  actual  expenditures 
could  be  greater  than  anticipated,  but  the  trustees  have  voted  to  maintain  the 
same  budget  level  as  last  year  in  recognition  of  existing  tax  burdens.  The 
remainder  of  the  balance  represents  accumulated  donations  or  earned  income. 
Approximately  $1 50  of  that  is  designated  for  books  or  other  materials,  $100  is  to 
be  turned  over  to  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  and  the  rest  will  be  used  to  cover 
costs  of  an  interior  architectural  survey  which  will  help  us  develop  plans  for 
interior  preservation,  improvements  of  existing  facilities,  and  layout  of  new 
space  gained  in  the  basement. 
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REPORT  OF  SILSBY  LIBRARY  BUILDING  PROJECT 
December  31,  1989 

The  library  now  has  a  real  bathroom  with  running  water  and  flush  toilet!  The 
sewerage  disposal  system,  started  last  fall,  was  completed,  the  new  drilled  well 
hooked  up,  and  a  bathroom  was  constructed  during  the  summer.  A  utility  sink 
has  also  been  installed.  This  was  part  of  the  Title  II  project,  funded  by  1987  Town 
funds  and  a  Federal  Library  Construction  grant. 

The  second  part  of  that  project  includes  landscaping.  This  was  delayed  by  the 
search  for  a  suitable  parking  space  for  the  handicapped.  The  original  plans 
failed  to  meet  this  need,  and  finding  an  acceptable  solution  proved  more  difficult 
than  it  seemed  on  paper.  Naturally  we  all  felt  frustrated  to  see  winter  arrive  too 
soon,  but  the  delay  has  given  us  a  chance  to  try  out  the  planned  pathways  in 
snow  before  actually  constructing  them,  and  each  discussion  has  brought  an 
improvement  to  the  overall  plan  or  a  greater  understanding  of  the  problems 
faced  by  those  who  are  handicapped.  By  spring  we  can  begin  to  improve  our 
image. 

The  most  urgent  masonry  repairs  have  been  accomplished  with  the  1989 
captal  funds.  This  solves  the  problem  of  water  leaking  onto  the  bookstacks  and 
gives  us  a  better  idea  of  the  extent  and  cost  of  additional  repairs. 

For  1990  we  hope  to  complete  the  landscape  project  and  make  energy 
conservation  improvements  with  remaining  town  and  Title  II  funds,  to  continue 
brick  repointing  with  remaining  1989  town  funds,  and  to  obtain  additional 
money  to  complete  masonry  restoration.  We  recognize  the  budgetary  limits  of 
local  taxpayers,  so  we  have  tried  and  will  continue  to  try  to  locate  other  funds  to 
help  with  this  project,  while  asking  that  the  Town  appropriate  $20,000  as  the 
minimum  amount  needed  to  do  the  most  basic  repairs.

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LAND  TRUST  TASK  FORCE  REPORT 
1989 

The  task  force  was  originally  established  as  a  short-term  subcommittee  in 
response  to  the  newly  established  private/public  Trust  For  New  Hamshrire 
Lands.  The  purpose  was  to  find  out  whether  local  landowners  might  be  inter- 
ested in  participating  in  the  statewide  program  and  to  establish  local  criteria 
and  a  list  of  properties  worthy  of  protection.  It  quickly  became  apparent  that 
interest  was  strong  and  that  the  difficulty  was  deciding  what  to  leave  off  the  lists. 
As  1989  began  the  Conservation  Commission  and  members  of  the  original  task 
force  voted  to  continue  as  a  land  trust  task  force  to  coordinate  efforts  between 
the  TNHL  or  other  conservation  agencies  and  local  landowners. 

Our  activities  this  year  have  included  a  number  of  public  and  private  meetings 
with  Trust  representative  Bob  Chamberlin  and  local  property  owners.  This 
included  helping  Maude  Moody  place  a  conservation  easement  on  her  homes- 
tead. The  Conservation  Commission  will  be  responsible  for  enforcement  of  this 
easement.  A  number  of  other  area  landowners  have  expressed  interest  in  similar 
arrangements,  and  two  Bascom  properties  have  been  similarly  protected 
through  the  statewide  portion  of  the  Trust  for  New  Hampshire  Lands.  The 
Moody  property  has  also  been  appraised  in  preparation  for  using  this  as  a  local 
match  toward  additional  Trust  applications. 

The  Task  Force  also  met  with  Pauline  and  Winslow  Duke  of  Pepperill,  Massa- 
chusetts, who  have  offered  their  100+  acres  as  a  match  toward  protection  of  the 
Coffin  Hill/Gove  Hill/Mitchell  Pond  area.  The  task  force  would  especially  like  to 
hear  from  anyone  who  owns  property  in  this  area.  Meetings  with  several  others 
will  continue  through  1990,  and  at  least  one  additional  easement  is  expected 
this  winter.  In  addition,  the  Conservation  Commission  has  received  three  mone- 
tary donations  to  help  with  the  expenses  of  this  project. 

The  task  force  will  continue  to  work  with  the  Trust  For  New  Hampshire  Lands 
and  helping  local  landowners  with  April  and  October  applications  to  this  pro- 
gram, or  with  any  other  agencies  that  can  help  Acworth  individuals  achieve  their 
personal  goals  for  protecting  their  property  from  development.  Anyone  inter- 
ested is  urged  to  attend  a  Commission  meeting  or  contact  any  member  of  the 
task  force  at  any  time.  We  thank  the  many  who  have  contributed  and  supported 
our  efforts  during  the  past  year  and  look  forward  to  working  with  many  more  of 
you.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  ACTIVITIES  1989 

The  NH/VT  Solid  Waste  Project  has  experienced  a  very  busy  year.  On  January 
3rd,  the  ash  landfill  was  closed  because  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  believed 
that  they  saw  signs  of  instability  caused  by  groundwater  pressure.  A  detailed 
investigation  by  the  Project  proved  that  this  was  a  surface  water  drainage 
problem,  and  could  be  corrected  with  the  installation  of  a  proper  drainage 
system.  The  State  of  New  Hampshrire  agreed  and  with  the  provision  that  the 
drainage  system  be  installed  in  1989  and  the  landfill  was  reopened  on  January 
10th.  The  cost  to  the  Project  during  this  period  was  approximately  $1 00,000.  The 
cost  of  the  installation  of  the  drainage  system  was  $103,583.  These  costs  were 
unbudgeted  and  have  contributed  to  the  deficit  incurred  during  1989.  Efforts 
are  being  made  to  recover  these  costs  from  the  responsible  parties.  This  event 
aside,  the  ash  landfill  operations  have  been  smooth  and  uneventful. 

Due  to  an  unusually  wet  spring,  leachate  generation  at  the  landfill  was  much 
greater  than  expected.  To  help  in  the  reduction  of  the  leachate  and  to  reduce 
cost,  a  plastic  cover  was  purchased  and  placed  over  the  fill.  This  has  reduced 
leachate  generation  by  at  least  one  half. 

The  Project  purchased  an  abutting  parcel  of  land  (approximately  32  acres) 
this  year  for  $17,000.  This  is  the  piece  of  land  between  the  southern  boundary  of 
the  landfill  and  the  Sugar  River. 

The  finalization  of  the  Bond  Issue  ($2,500,000)  for  the  construction  of  the  ash 
landfill  was  completed  in  June  with  the  Vermont  Bond  Bank. 

The  Project  is  presently  engaged  in  litigation  with  both  the  design  engineers 
and  the  construction  company  regarding  problems  encountered  during  and 
after  construction  of  the  ash  landfill.  The  outcome  of  these  suits  will  not  be 
known  until  sometime  in  1990. 

The  operation  of  the  SES  Company,  L.P.  Waste-To-Energy  Facility  has  run  very 
smoothly  with  the  plant  having  an  on-line  availability  of  95.93%.  The  down  time 
experienced  at  the  plant  this  year  was  for  scheduled  preventative  maintenance 
only. 

The  afore  mentioned  unexpected  and  unbudgeted  expenses  contributed  to  an 
overall  budget  deficit  for  the  fiscal  year  1989  of  approximately  $420,000  with  the 
January  shutdown  and  the  excess  leachate  generation  contributing  to  the  bulk 
of  the  deficit. 

In  December  of  1989,  the  Project  received  a  permit  from  the  State  of  Vermont 
to  dispose  of  leachate  at  the  Springfield  Vermont  Waste  Water  Treatment  Facil- 
ity. This  will  help  to  significantly  reduce  leachate  costs.  Presently,  leachate  is 
disposed  of  at  the  Cecos  Waste  Water  Treatment  Facility  in  Bristol,  Connecticut 
at  a  cost  of  .37/gallon. 

The  Project  is  currently  engaged  in  subdividing  the  property  on  Grissom  Lane 
around  the  Waste-to-Energy  Facility  into  industrial  lots.  This  will  provide  the 
opportunity  to  sell  these  lots  and  enable  the  Project  to  realize  some  income. 

There  has  been  one  staff  change  in  1989.  Denise  Egbert  resigned  and  Kimberly 
Allen  was  hired  as  Business  Manager  and  assumed  full  responsibilities  in  August. 

Carl  Hirth,  Solid  Waste  Planner,  for  the  Southern  Windsor/Windham  Solid 
Waste  Management  District  has  continued  to  administer  the  Vermont  State 
Planning  Grant.  After  receiving  Early  Release  Funding  in  the  fall  of  1988,  a  full 
grant  application  was  prepared.  In  July  1989,  grant  funding  was  received  in 
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order  to  meet  the  planning  deadline  of  July  1990. 

After  an  extensive  interview  and  selection  process,  consultants  R.  W.  Beck  and 
Dufresne  and  Henry  were  hired  to  help  prepare  District  options  and  plans  to 
manage  the  total  waste  stream.  The  consultants  are  concentrating  on  certain 
segments  of  the  waste  stream;  including  traditional  recyclables  and  special 
wastes,  for  example,  tires,  appliances,  and  demolition  construction. 

While  at  least  three  Vermont  District  towns.  Cavendish,  Ludlow,  and  Wea- 
thersfield  are  managing  most  parts  of  the  waste  stream,  many  towns  cannot. 
The  Vermont  District  therefore  is  planning  for  the  management  of  the  entire 
waste  stream  according  to  the  state  directive,  Act  78.  This  law  was  passed  in 
1 987  and  requires  by  the  year  2000  a  40",.  reduction  in  the  waste  stream  prior  to 
treatment  and  disposal. 

Recycling,  although  mostly  a  domain  of  individual  towns,  inter-town  agree- 
ments, and  the  private  sector,  is  a  major  goal  of  the  NHVT  Solid  Waste  Project. 
The  Project  supports  the  efforts  of  member  towns  who  have  intitiated  recycling. 
In  New  Hampshire,  twelve  of  sixteen  towns,  and  in  Vermont,  nine  of  thirteen 
towns,  have  some  type  of  recycling  program  even  if  it  is  only  yearly  collection  of 
appUances.  As  of  1989,  major  programs  have  been  developed  in  the  New  Hamp- 
shire towns  of  Claremont,  Lempster,  Meridith,  New  London,  Newport,  and 
Sunapee,  and  in  the  Vermont  towns  of  Cavendsh,  Ludlow,  Rockingham,  and 
Weathersfield.  In  both  states  there  are  also  many  active  and  aggressive,  but 
smaller  recycling  progams  occurring  on  a  monthly  or  other  periodic  schedule. 
Depending  on  what  is  included  in  the  calculations,  these  programs  have  cap- 
tured 1%  to  18%  of  the  waste  stream.  Those  towns  work  closely  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Resouce  Recovery  Association,  independent  haulers,  and  private 
recycling  firms  to  market  their  recyclables. 

In  1 989,  the  Project  also  sponsored  three  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collec- 
tions, costing  $37,425  and  disposed  of  the  waste  at  incinerators  and  landfills.  In 
addition,  approximately  4.5  tons  of  household  batteries  were  collected  and 
disposed  of  at  hazardous  waste  facilities. 

The  past  year  has  been  very  busy  and  overall,  productive.  With  our  major 
facilities  on-line  and  planning  ongoing  reduction,  recycling,  and  reuse,  we  expect 
to  be  even  healthier  in  the  coming  year.
